taken. ’Tistrue, this is ao Proot, neither 
do I offer itas fuch, buta prebable-Ground 
for my Opinion.. 

Secondly, Duke Schomberpb can hardly be 
fuppofed to give fuch Advice, for thit it 
is well known, he wasthe Advifer to the 
Irifh War, as what was to be prefers’d above 
all, that he advifed the fending the Army 
ever to Jrelind, and -his Majzfty’s making 
the Campaign in Flanders in Perfon by 
Way ot Divertion, and all the World knows, 
he dy’d in the Field betore that Undertaking 
was finifhed—Again, there was not to the 
laff, the leaft Shadow of' Diftaft between 
the King and the Duke, much lefs of Di- 
ftrult; and his Majefty had always fucha 
Deterence for the Advice of Duke Schom- 
bergh, that he call’d him Father, took him 
with him on his Expedition to Engiand, and 
did nothing in the War without him~ 
Ic is true indeed, that his Advice at the 
Bay was againft Fighting, and his Reafons 
were very good, thathe though: the King 
having Pofleiliou of the Crown of England, 
it Was too great a Prize to ftake upon the 
Saccefs of a Day; and without doubr, that 
Advice was found and favour’d of great 
-Concern for, as well as Fidelity tothe King; 
but the Kiog rather convinc’d than over- 
ruled him, by fhowing him the Neceffity of 
the Cafe. 

But why could not this Kory have been 
told without the ill-natur’d Parenthefis, viz. 
The King vbat did mot care much tobe edvifed 
in Afsirs of Waror Government? This 
has fumething fo pointed. at his Reputari- 
on, arid feems to have fo much Want of Reé

Again, after this we find him conftantly 
a abering to the Advice cf this great Coun- 
cy, the Parliament; a thing few Kings in 
Eng lind have of late much car’d to fubmit 
te, and none fo of meer Choice as himfelf, 
and the Books of ihe refpeétive Parliaments 
sre full of Jnflances of things done, forborn, 
undone, and alter’d by their Advice; nor 
are you, that | know of, able to give cne 
Inftance, when either be acted withour, 
much lefs againft cheic Advice, or if he 
did fo, did not fubjeét his Meafures to be 
aiter’d and unravelled by them, 

‘I might go into alarge Hiftory here of 
femethings both in War and. Government, 
in which his Majefty was fo. willing to be 
advifed, that he fuffer'd himfelf to be over- 
ruled by the Advice of others, and which 
ni‘carry’d, becaufe his Opinion was not 
purfued ; and this would moft, effeétually 
clear up his Memory from this Scandal, but 
Ibelieve , there will be no Occafion of this; 
The Reproach caft on the King here, is, 
thet his general Methed was to aét againft 
Advice, or to reje@ the Advice of others 5 
the contrary to which has been vifible 
throughout his whole Life, and you need 
go no farther than the Teftimony of Sir 
Wiliam Temple, to whom I referr. 

Ie is true, that as his Majefty hed a 
Crovd of afluming Advifers, who gave him 
a great Deal of Reafon to underftand their 
Ignorance, and judge of their Underftand- 
ing, fo ‘he more frequently than ordinary 
hai Reafon to aét different ‘from their Ad- 
vice; and this their Over-Opinion of their 
ownKnowledge made them be mightily dif 
gufted at, and a great Noile they often 
made about it: But it wif require a great 
Deal of Hiftory both of Perfons and Things, 
to make this out in particular, and confe- 
quently to raife a general Oharaéter of his 
Majefty from fuch, as that cannot be juft. 

‘I think, a King, that atbs“in the Srate 
‘agreeable to the Advice of Parliament, and 
4n the War, in Concert with all his Allies, 
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and by their Advice, both which his Maje- 
ity exaétly obferv’d, ought not to be called 
One that did not care to be adviled. 

Indeed, as to private Perfonal Advice, 
there were very few able to give it him, 
and he ought to be the Judge of fuch Ad- 
vices; and if he had not been a good Judge 
ofit, Icould give you fome Inflances, when 
our Ruin had been inevitable, had the pre- 
cipitant Advice of fome People been follow- 
ed, orhis Majefty drawn in to aét by their 
Schemes. 

I think, this may clear the Memory of 
his Majefty from this Slander ; I am forry, E 
fhould have any Occafion fer it 5 I am forry, 
that any Man, that pretends to plead the 
Caufe of Truth, fhould with folitele Truth, 
as wellas Decency, fall upon the Memory 
of aPrince, fo juftly dear to all good Men, 
and upon whofe Undertakings, whether 
with Advice or againft Advice, our prefent 
Safety, our QUEEN, Succeffion, Liber- 
ty.and Religion are eflablifhed. :
